A very successful dental clinic was held at the 
dentist’s offices at Plymouth at which 29 children were 
treated. The Lincoln Red Cross helped finance this. 


One pair of glasses was furnished by the Sight 
Conservation Department of Public Welfare. 


386 schools calls, 35 home calls and 13 business 
calls were made in connection with the work. 


Classroom inspection and weighing were done at 
intervals through the year and talks on nutrition, per- 
sonal cleanliness and general health were given. 

19 cases of mumps were reported but otherwise 
the health of the children was good. 

At the beginning of the school year 1942, the 
children were again inspected and these defects re- 
corded: .
